Fascist bombers also shelled the 
towns of Zorroza, Portugalete and 
Santurce along the Nervion River 
north of Bilbao. 


FASCIST RETREAT FROM 
TOLEDO FRONT LINES 


MADRID, May 13.—Fresh Nazi 
and Moorish reinforcements ran 
along with Italian invaders at To- 
ledo today when a government 
thrust drove the fascists from front 
line trenches south of the city. 

The Loyalist drive was concen- 
trated on the San Martin and Al- 
cantara bridges, south and east of 
Toledo, after having fortiifed the 
inroads made into the city proper 
from the North. 

The fascists have built strong 
machine gun nests along the Tajo 
river south of Toledo. 


RED CROSS GIVES AID 
TO FRANCO FORCES 


‘WASHINGTON, May .13.—The 
fascist invaders of Spain—murderers 
of -women ‘and children—are being 
treated by the American Red Cross 
with the same “impartiality” shown 
the legitimate Spanish government. 

Ernest J. Swift, secretary, an- 
nounced at the Red Cross conven- 
tion today that $10,000 had been 
given by the American Red Cross 
to the International Red Cross for 
equal distribution to the Nazi-fas- 
cist looters of Spain and the Span- 
ish government. 

The organization said it. gave an 
equal amount, for distribution in 
the same way, at a previous date, 
but there is no record of its having 
reached the Spanish government or 
its relief agencies.

Harlem Negro Dies 
Fighting for Spain‘

Alonzo Watson, 45-year-old Negro 
killed in Spain while serving with 
the Abraham Lincoln Battalion was 
a member of the Communist Party 
of Harlem and a personal friend of 
James W. Ford, Negro Communist 
leader, it was disclosed yesterday. 

Watson was also a World War 
veteran, serving in the 365th Illinois 
infantry.’ 

Watson, a painter, was reported 
killed in action by the Friends of 
Abraham Lincoln Battalion, 125 W. 
45th St. Details of his death are 
not yet available. The Negro Com- 
munist was also a member of the 
International Workers Order. 

Watson is the first Harlem Negro 


whose' death has been reported in 


the fight against international fas- 
cism in Spain. He lived at 772 St. 
Nicholas Ave., with a sister, Hazel 
Coney. Surviving him is a wife, 
Anne, and three children, Alonzo, 
Jr., 13, Harold, 11, and Jewel, 10. 

About ten years ago, Watson and 
Ford worked together in the post 
office in Chicago. Both were at one 
time members of the Daily Worker 
baseball team.

This was a big 
holiday. The whole South Side 
had turned out to celebrate. 


PLANT SHUTS DOWN 

As the night wore on, the spirals 
of smoke from the chimneys turned, 
lost their glow. The plant was shut 
down. 

That was the way it happened 
on the South Side. 

It was pretty much the same in 
Aliquippa.

The lights dim, and a spot- 
light plays upon her. 

There is always a good show, Bible plays, Bible vaudevillé acts, 
fireworks, mass singing. She gets the whole house of four or five 
thousand singing with her, commanding each section in turn, “Upper 
balcony, right!” to join in, and they obey like grateful sheep.

Aimee McPherson has a nightly radio broadcast, for example. 
She leans heavily on mass singing and music and dramatic effects 
at her meetings. Her meetings are planned by a skillful stage director, 
evidently. Her speeches are the usual evangelical hokum, of course, 
but they reach down into the emotions, and are full of wit and color. 

Much of our Communist teaching and argument is addressed to 
liberals like John Dewey, or to militant trade unionists. We forget 
the great masses outside who still live at a primitive stage of thought 
and who must be won, or fascsm will win them. 

It isn’t vulgar to try to reach them with music, color, wit and 
streamlined new methods like the radio, any more than it is vutgarity 
to teach a child with pictures. Anyway, that’s how mass education is 
conducted in America.
